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Former Colemcn 
Publisher - Editor 
Retires 

(Macleod Gazette) 

H. T. Halliwell, whose retirement 
from the weekly newspaper field 
is announced on page four, was 
born in London, England, July 1, 
1881. At 14 years of age he was 
apprenticed for seven years to a 
large printing and publishing house 
in Great Tower Street, London. On 
the outbreak of the South African 
War, 1899 - 1902, he enlisted for 
active service with the 18th Bat¬ 
talion Imperial Yeomanry, a 
mounted infantry unit, and served 
in northern Cape Colony and the 
Orange Free State. 

On returning to England in Aug¬ 
ust of 1902, he resumed his work 
to complete the unexpired term 
of his apprenticeship, but finding 
life in the big city somewhat mo¬ 
notonous after a more adventurous 
experience in the South African 
veldt, he emigrated to Canada in 
March of 1903, landing at Halifax 
and proceeding west to Brandon, 
Man., which was as far as his tick¬ 
et allowed him to go from London. 

From there he proceeded to Ox¬ 
bow, a town in southwest Saskat¬ 
chewan, on the Souris River. His 
first experience in weekly news¬ 
paper work was in this town where 
a printer - editor, John H. Noble, 
was starting in business. 

Mr. Halliwell’s first venture as 
editor and proprietor of his own 
newspaper was in the town of 
Manor, Sask. In 1913 he purchased 
The Estevan Progress, which he 
sold in 1925 and entered into part¬ 
nership in The Weyburn Review. 

Desiring a change from the 
Prairies, he purchased The Cole¬ 
man Journal in 1927, in the then 
flourishing coal mining town of the 
Crows Nest Pass. 

He continued there till 1940 when 
on July 1 he took over the job as 
publisher and editor of The Ma¬ 
cleod Gazette, operating both pap¬ 
ers for four years when he sold the 
Coleman paper to Thomas Hol- 
stead, a former Macleod boy, and 
who still runs the paper there, and 
who wlil be remembered as one of 
the many young men who enlisted 
to serve in the Canadian Expedi¬ 
tionary Force (C.E.F.) as it was 
generally known. 

Mr. Halliwell’s retirement comes 
after almost 58 years in the week¬ 
ly newspaper field of Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta. 

Among the offices he has held 
in the newspapers association are 
president of Canadian Weekly 
Newspapers Association, elected 
at the national convention in Ni¬ 
agara Falls in 1939; vice-president 
and secretary-treasurer of Sas¬ 
katchewan division of the CNA; 
president of Alberta Weekly News¬ 
papers Association, 1937-38. 

He is a member of the Masonic 
fraternity and was recently hon¬ 
ored in the presentation of a 50- 
year jewel, by Macleod Lodge. He 
was a member of the former Great 
War Veterans’ Association, now 
the Canadian Legion, since the 
GWVA was organized in 1918, and 
was honored by Macleod branch 
Canadian Legion with a life mem¬ 
bership. He also is an honorary 
life member of the CWNA and the 
Alberta Press Association. He is a 
member of Macleod Lions Club, 
and was a charter member of the 
Estevan Rotary Club. He is a mem¬ 
ber of Christ (Anglican) Church. 

In 1908 he was married to Sarah 
Margaret Moir, formerly of Chat¬ 
ham, Ont., when he was working 
on the paper in Oxbow. They have 
four daughters, Mrs. J. R. (Madge) 
Armstrong, of Vancouver; Mrs. 
Robert R. (Margery) Pattinson of 
Calgary; Mrs. A. G. (Wilma) Hay- 
som of Lethbridge, and Mrs. John 
H. S. (Audrey) Moffitt of Creston, 
B. C. They have three grand¬ 
daughters and two grandsons. 

On his retirement Mr. Halliwell 
carries with him the sincere good 
wishes of all his staff and of those 
who have been in any way associ¬ 
ated with him in connection with 
the paper. They all wish Mr. and. 
Mrs. Halliwell many years of good 
health and happiness, in which to 
enjoy the leisure they so richly 
deserve.

receive the proper attention. 

During the past two years some 
600 students have had their eyes 
checked in the school and doubtful 
cases have been re-checked. Well 
over $700.00 has been expended by 
the Coleman Lions Club in provid¬ 
ing eye glasses and operations for 
eye conservation for Coleman stu¬ 
dents. Transportation has also been 
provided by the club. 

Coleman Lions have also tak¬ 
en part in the Glasses for India 
campaign during the past few 
years and well over 300 pairs of 
used glasses have been collected, 
sorted and packed and then sent 
to Devon, Alberta, from where the 
glasses were redistributed to parts 
of India for Hindu persons needing 
glasses.

The canvassers kit was then 
thoroughly explained by F. J. Mor¬ 
ris, field secretary, Alberta divi¬ 
sion of the Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety. who singled out the import¬ 
ance of every donation, whether it 
be a few pennies from a child, a 
quarter from a pensioner or a 
thousand dollars from a well-to-do 
person — every donation was 
important and a receipt should be 
issued. 

During his talk Mr. Norris point¬ 
ed out that not a penny of the 
funds are used for banquets, or 
suppers as payment for this is 
made by a former Calgary cou¬ 
ple, now residing in California, 
who make an annual donation for 
tins specific purpose. 

He said that last year they had 
donated over $8,000 for this pur¬ 
pose. Following a question period 
Mr. Norris gave an interesting 
talk on the Cancer Clinic. He indi¬ 
cated that all cancer tests and 
surgery was free of charge, and 
that many drugs and after-treat¬ 
ment is also free.

Resuming the Workshop, Mrs. F.

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Two Coleman Youths ‘ 
Sentenced To 
Jail Terms 

Two Coleman youths, Billy Fea- 
therstone, 19, and Bobby Proc, 16, 
appeared before Magistrate F. S. 
Radford of Blajrmore on Saturday, 
April 8th, on charges of breaking 
and entering and committing an in¬ 
dictable offence. 

As a result of the theft Feather- 
stone was sentenced to spend two 
years in the Prince Albert peni¬ 
tentiary, and Proc was given 12 
months in the Lethbridge provin¬ 
cial jail. Recommendation was 
made that he be sent to Bowden. 

The case arose as the result of a 
theft from the Coleman Legion 
during the early morning hours of 
Thursday when a safe containing 
over $200.00 cash and some valu¬ 
able papers, was removed from the 
club. 

Entry was gained into the premi¬ 
ses by means of the youths climb¬ 
ing up a wall over eight feet high, 
smashing a window, .then undoing 
the latch and entering through the 
window. 

Rifling through the till, the lads 
found nothing, so they continued 
their search of the building and 
found the safe in the office. 

Unable to open the 300 pound 
safe, the youths pushed it near the 
front door on the main street and ‘ 
then went to East Coleman where 
they got the Proc boy’s father’s 
car. They drove back to the Le¬ 
gion and opened the door which 
they left unlatched and carried the 
safe into the trunk of the car. 

They then proceeded to the far 
west end of Willow Drive where 
they cut the bottom out of the safe 
with an axe. 

The contents of the safe were re¬ 
moved and the safe dumped into 
18 inches of water in the Crows 
Nest River. 

The theft was noticed next morn¬ 
ing and reported to the Police 
Chief Ed Corson, who, assisted by 
Chief R. Dunlop of Blairmore and 
Chief Bill Faviel of Bellevue, car¬ 
ried out an initial investigation. 

During the early morning hours 
of Friday morning, around 1:30 
a.m. Chief Corson was patrolling 
the highway and on a routine check 
stopped a car being driven by Fea- 
therstone and Proc. 

He asked the boys where they 
were going and they said to visit 
relatives in Windermere, B. C. 

Suspicious of the lads and play¬ 
ing a hunch, Chief Corson searched 
the car and found money hidden 
under the seat of the car. Further 
questioning led to a voluntary 
statement by Proc. 

Chief Corson was of the opinion 
that the theft had been commit¬ 
ted by juveniles due to the way 
the premises were entered and also 
due to the fact that a box of pea¬ 
nuts was taken but cigarettes were 
not touched. 

President of the Legion, Glen 
Poulton, and some other Legion 
men visited the area where the 
safe was found and recovered the 
title of the Legion building and oth¬ 
er documents, but some papers 
were damaged by the water.

United Nations 

Children’s Fund 

Raise $260,000 

The National UNICEF commit¬ 
tee announced today that a total 
of $260,000 had been collected by 
Canadian children in the Hallow¬ 
e’en program sponsored by the 
United Nation Children’s Fund last 
fall. 

Mrs. D. W. Heywood, vice-chair¬ 
man of the committee and spokes¬ 
man in the absence of Mrs. Jean 
Arnold Tory, National chairman, 
stated “This sum represents the 
efforts of 300,000 children in com¬ 
munities from Newfoundland to 
Brirtish Columbia who added the 
aspect of sharing to their Hallow¬ 
e'en fun by collecting coins for 
UNICEF as well as treats for 
themselves. As a result of this gift, 
thousands of youngsters afflicted 
by disease and malnutrition in the 
less prosperous areas of the world 
will be given healthy bodies and 
the opportunity to lead normal 
lives.” 

Participants in UNICEF’S Hal¬ 
lowe’en project included groups— 
ranging in size from the tiny vil¬ 
lages of the Prairies to the larger 
metropolitan areas in Southern 
Ontario. 

Provincial committees set up in 
Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Sco¬ 
tia, Manitoba, Ontario and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, gave co-ordination 
to publicity and distribution of edu¬ 
cational materials. 

Many of the larger centres or¬ 
ganized plans on a community¬ 
wide basis with several groups of 
children canvassing together and 
attending Hallowe’en parties. In 
Ontario alone, under the auspices 
of Mrs. Kate Aitken, provincial 
chairman, over 20 communities es¬ 
tablished district UNICEF com¬ 
mittees, each providing speakers 
and films on UNICEF’s work to 
their area before Hallowe’en and 
maintaining facilities for accepting 
the coins following the collection. 

Most children in towns and rur¬ 
al communities held their Hallow¬ 
e’en project on an individual group 
basis with a teacher or club lead¬ 
er directing the activities. 

As far away as France, Cana¬ 
dian children stationed with their 
parents continued to participate in 
“Hallowe’en for UNICEF” as they 
did when they were in Canada. 

One report from the leader of 
the Brownie packs at Metz, France 
described how $60.00 was raised 
through Hallowe’en celebrations at 
the Canadian Air Force base. 

Schools, churches, youth organ¬ 
izations and service clubs were 
among the main supporters of 
UINCEF’s program. In pre-Hallow¬ 
e’en studies, leaders and teachers 
stressed the importance of under¬ 
standing youngsters in other lands 
and their differences in customs, 
habits and living conditions. 

Film-strips, posters, pamphlets 
and films all helped to tell the 
story of the less prosperous coun¬ 
tries of the world. Prior to Hal¬ 
lowe’en night children were pro¬ 
vided with tags and containers 
bearing the UNICEF symbol to 
carry with them in their collec¬ 
tions. The spirit of October 31st 
remained essentially the same — 
with boys and girls masquerading 
as eerie ghosts or terrifying witch¬ 
es, but with the added knowledge 
that every penny collected would 
provide a child in Italy with a 
glass of milk for a week, or cure 
a youngster in Chile of TB; coins 
became as important to collect as 
candies and apples. 

As one UNICEF official stated, 
“The enthusiasm and unselfishness 
which Canadian children have dis¬ 
played in this effort to help their 
unfortunate counterparts has made 
‘Hallowe’en for UNICEF’ the 
greatest humanitarian act aver to 
be undertaken by youngsters.” 

UNICEF’s voluntary operations 
have been in existence in Canada 
for the past six years. Beginning 
in 1955, the National UNICEF com¬ 
mittee was established as an or¬ 
ganization to inform the public of 
UNICEF’s work abroad and to en¬ 
courage participation in the Hal¬ 
lowe’en program and the sale of 
UNICEF greeting cards. ‘Hallow¬ 
e’en for UNICEF’ started as a lo¬ 
cal venture in Ontario with $15,000 
raised the first year, and since 
then has developed into a national 
effort with $42,000 collected in 1956, 
$75,000 in 1957, $125,000 in 1958, 
and $200,000 in 1959. 

This year’s contribution of $260,- 
000 will be presented to Mr. Maur¬ 
ice Pate, executive director of the 
United Nations Children’s Fund at 


the New York headquarters in Ap¬ 
ril by one of the young Hallowe’en 
canvassers from Quebec. Combin¬ 
ed with the Federal government’s 
annual gift of $650,000, Canada’s 
total donation to UNICEF will go a 
long way towards promoting the 
ultimate goal of good health for 
children in all parts of the world. 

Blood Supply 
Is Maintained 

Last year the Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Service provided 40,- 
354 bottles of blood required for 
transfusions to over 18,000 pa¬ 
tients in Alberta hospitals. 

These figures on the major Red 
Cross program operating the prov¬ 
ince, were revealed in a joint re¬ 
port by Dr. D. I. Buchanan and 
Dr. Eric W. Nation, medical di¬ 
rectors of the two Alberta B.T.S. 
depots in Edmonton and Calgary. 
Total blood collected during the 


year was 64,943 pints, the report 
showed. 

In his report on the Edmonton 
depot Dr. Buchanan noted that 
32,920 bottles of blood were col¬ 
lected by Red Cross permanent 
and mobile clinics in northern Al¬ 
berta in 1960 with some 30,895 bot¬ 
tles issued to hospitals in the north. 
More than 22,460 blood transfu¬ 
sions were administered to 9,624 
patients in this area. 

Plasma In Demand 

Freshly frozen plasma continued 
to be much in demand for haemo¬ 
philia cases, the report showed. 
Last year 179 bottles of frozen 
plasma prepared in Edmonton was 
administered to 43 patients. Some 
270 pools of liquid plasma were 
shipped from Edmonton to Con¬ 
naught Laboratories, Toronto, dur¬ 
ing the year for fractionation. This 
is an increase of 31 bottles over 
1959.

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Speakers Address 
Pass Unemployed 

Well over 100 persons met in the Union 
hall in Blairmore Thursday evening, April 6,. 
to discuss the unemployment situation in the 
Pass towns. Chairman of the meeting was the 
Blairmore Union President Albert Mark, ^ho, 
in hts introductory remarks, pointed out that 
this meeting was not a political one, but was 
for the purpose of seeing that unemployed per ¬ 
sons in the Pass are employed in the construc¬ 
tion of the gas processing plants, west of Cole¬ 
man, before out-of-the-district persons were 
employed. 


Mr. Mark then introduced the 
following persons who had been 
invited to attend the meeting — 
Lawrence Kindt, MP; F. J. Lote, 
manager of the Blairmore National 
Employment Service offices; W. W. 
Hawley, district representative of 
Lethbridge Building and Construc¬ 
tion Trades Council; Robert Wiley, 
Carpenters’ Union representative; 
John Ferguson, of the provincial 
government Labor Department and 
D. McDonald of the UMWA. 

Mr. Mark stated that William 
Kovach, MLA, was to have been 
invited to attend the meeting, but 
due to an error made by the com¬ 
mittee, Mr. Kovach was not con¬ 
tacted in time and had returned to 
Edmonton as the Legislature was 
in session. 

Dr. Kindt, the first speaker, in 
his opening remarks, stated that 
while Coleman and Michel in the 
Pass area, were booming and were 
optimistic of the future, Blairmore 
and Bellevue were experiencing a 
crisis. 

He stated that the federal gov¬ 
ernment had raised subsidies on 
coal for export from 50c per ton 
to $4.50 per ton, so that mines here 
and in Western Canada could ship 
coal to Japan. He stated that last 
year some 650,000 tons were ship¬ 
ped to Japanese markets and this 
year Michel, B. C., had an order 
for 300,000 tons, and Coleman Col¬ 
lieries had an order for 170,000 
tons. 

He said that the West Canadian 
Collieries were not taking any ord¬ 
ers. He added that the Unemploy¬ 
ed Committee here wanted to know 
what the attitude of the West Ca¬ 
nadian Collieries was towards tak¬ 
ing orders from Japan as this 
point tied in greatly with the un¬ 
employment situation now present 
in Blairmore and Bellevue. 

Dr Kindt told the meeting he 
would give his own views candidly 
and said that he did not think that 
there was any deal on with regard 
to the transference of properties. 

(Rumors here have inferred that 
WCC have been dealing with USA 
firms to sell the mine properties 
but no confirmation on this has 
been officially announced). 

Dr. Kindt stated that he had 
spoken to mine officials and one 


lieries, and that Mr. Brussel would 
make no commitments. 

Dr. Kindt also added that he 
had no information as to any oth¬ 
er persons or firms taking over 
the WCC. He then stated that the 
federal government had spent over 
five million dollars on subsidies 
on the Crows Nest Pass and on 
Western Canada to assist the min¬ 
ers, and he added that they were 
ready to continue this assistance 
if the Company wished to go after 
Japanese orders. Dr. Kindt then 
mentioned the two plants being 
built west of Coleman, and an¬ 
other $20 million one west of Pin- 
cher Creek. He said that he and 
Mr. Lote had spoken to the com¬ 
panies doing the work and had 
stressed the need of hiring local 
men. He concluded by adding that 
they would do all possible to see 
that local men would get first 
chance on construction jobs. 

The next speaker, F. J. Lote, 
stated that the contractors and the 
sub-contractors had been contact¬ 
ed as well as unions, MLA’s and 
MP’s, regarding the best approach 
of getting jobs for the unemployed 
of the area. Mr. Lote stated “we 
had a tough job to do as this is 
a country of free enterprise and 
we had to sell them on the fact 
that we had good employees to 
offer.” 

Mr. Lote stated the contractors 
had agreed to do all hiring through 
the offices of the Unemployment 
Commission, which would simplify 
matters of hiring for contractors, 
and would make it easier for local 
men. 

Mr. Lote said that by hiring 
through the UIC that they could 
make selection of men as to fam¬ 
ily need — that is, for example, if 
two v men were available for one 
particular job a family man would 
have prfeerence over a single per¬ 
son or one with no family. 

The speaker stated that signs 
were going to be erected at the 
plant site advising that all hiring 
was being done through NES. In 
concluding his address, Mr. Lote 
stated that he could see no prob¬ 
lem with regard to hiring local 
men for the job. 

Union President Albert Mark 
then made a few comments, indi¬ 


out of the Pass to make payment. 

W. W. Hawley of Lethbridge, the 
next speaker, told the meeting he 
was 100 per cent behind the move 
of hiring local men for the jobs 
if the men were qualified to do the 
work. 

He advised the meeting that he 
would be visiting the Pass once a 
week on Thursday on union busi¬ 
ness, and if any complaints were 
made to him regarding men being 
laid off or fired, he would investi¬ 
gate. He stated that men joining 
the Unions Would have three pays 
to make their initiation payments, 
and that men were to join the 
union after they had secured a job. 
Mr. Lote asked if a local union 
office would be set up so that a 
man, getting a job, could get his 
union card without having to run 
all over the country to get it. 

A later reply indicated that Mr. 
Hawley would be in the Pass once 
per week for this purpose. 

The next speaker was Robert 
Wiley, representing the Carpent¬ 
ers’ Union, who stated that he had 
spoken to some of the head men 
from Canadian Bechtel and that 
they had advised him that Pass 
men were to be hired first. Mr. 
Wiley stated that work on the con¬ 
struction of the plant west of Pin- 
cher Creek was scheduled to start 
around the first of May, and he 
was of the opinion that very few 
from Pincher Creek would want 
to come to the Pass to work on 
the construction of the plants at 
Coleman. 

He said that so far only one per¬ 
son wanted to come to the Pass to 
work. These references were made 
with regard to some statements 
made indicating that Union fees 
were high at Pincher and men 
seemed disatisfied. 

Mr. D. McDonald, representing 
the UMWA, was the next speaker 
and in a short address, stated that 
it was gratifying to know that ev¬ 
eryone here was pulling together to 
see that local men would be em¬ 
ployed at the plant. 

He made reference to the fact 
that during the war when coal was 
needed, men were frozen to their 
jobs, and were in a state of semi¬ 
interment, but now miners were 
free to go where they liked and 
left to paddle their own canoes, 
and were not getting much help 
from any one. He said that he was 
thankful to see that such an act¬ 
ive committee had been formed 
here as there was almost a million 
unemployed in Canada today and 
nothing was being done. He com¬ 
mended the Unemployment Com¬ 
mittee for their work and also Mr. 
Lote. In closing he said that if the 
UMWA could assist in any way 
they would be ready to serve. 

Dr. Kindt then addressed the 
meeting and told the meeting that 
one of the things badly needed in 
south-west Alberta today was a 
vocational technical training school 
He said the federal government 
would pay 75 per cent of the cost 
of buildings and 50 per cent of op¬ 
erational costs of such a school. 

Selecting the site for such a 
school, he added, was in the hands 
of the provincial government (De¬ 
partment of Education). He said 


learn a trade. He continued stat¬ 
ing that the federal government 
hasn’t got the decision in the mat¬ 
ter but the provincial government 
has and he suggested that pressure 
be brought to bear on the govern¬ 
ment for such a school. 

He said that he had received 
many letters from residents in this 
area regarding the erection of an 
Old Folks’ Home in tne Pass for 
local old people. He said he had no 
authority in this matter and that 
this was a provincial government 
decision. 

With regard to a television sta¬ 
tion satellite being set up in the 
Pass to provide TV for all Pass 
towns, he stated that it was hoped 
that the satellite would be installed 
before fall so that residents would 
be able to have the Lethbridge 
station tuned in. He said that plans 
are now well underway and that 
Mr. N. Botterill of CJOC was work¬ 
ing on the matter and as soon as 
snows were out of the mountains 
work on this project would start. 

Following a question period, Mr. 
Mark expressed the thanks of the 
Unemployment Committee and all 
present to the speakers.
